' Paſtor and Congregation. Some of thele poor People had 
| procured this Veſlel, and put a ſmall Quantity of Wines and' 
| Brandies on board, pretending to go for Dunkirk in Company 
| of a great Fleet that was thither bound, with a ſupply of Pro- 
viſions for the French Arrnies in Flanders ; andfor ſo doing, they. 
| were forced to give ſecurity by ſome of their Brethren who 
were to remain (as they thought) at home : But in the Nights + 
| time they got. all their Secutities, with theit whole Families on _ 
| board, hid them away in the beſt manner they could to pre- 
| yent Diſcovery. Some in Cask, others in Bags, and ſo came 
/ upour Channel with the French Fleet, and took their Opportu- 
' nity in the Night-time to fleet away for Dartmouth , where 
they got inin ſafery, and relate thattheir Brethren, who have 
| been Dragoond, do moſt eatneſtly wiſh and hope for ſome.
